KMML calls instead apply to 
102.1, 40 kW ``La Mexicana’* in Cimarrón KS. 


What a mess!! I logged and pointed out this anomaly several weeks ago, 
but WTFDA still has not cleared it up. Liberal is 281 km = 173 stmi 
away, so really fringe. Cimarrón is strategically located about 
halfway between the Cities Dodge and Garden. Not to be confused with 
the Cimarrón in NM; I don’t find a C-town in OK but names the 
westernmost county at the end of Nomansland. Liberal is right on the 
OK Panhandle border, but radio-locator shows 101.5 site is definitely 
in KS, ENE of Liberal.
